APOLOGETICS  AND  BIBLICAL  LITERATURE

In  my  department  during  the  spring  term  I  will  continue  the 
class  in  Higher  Criticism.

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used  in  the  winter  term  will  be  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the 
spring  term,  so  that  students  can  enter  at  that  time  to  good 
advantage.

2.  Homiletics   " President  Zollars 

The   class   in  Homiletics   will  continue  through  the  spring 

term.  Students  can  enter  this  class  at  any  time,  as  the  work  is 
largely  practical  in  its  nature. 

Sermon  outlines  are  placed  on  the  board  for  study  and  crit- 
icism. During  the  spring  term  we  will  continue  the  series  of 
outlines  on  First  Principles,  outlining  the  conversions  of  the 
New  Testament.  This  will  be  especially  helpful  to  ministerial 
students  and  to  church  workers  of  all  kinds.  2  hrs.,  9:00 

3.  Other   Lines  of  Work    President  Zollars 

I  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  offer  other  lines  of  work  in  the 

field  of  Biblical  Literature  whenever  there  is  a  sufficient  demand 
for  a  given  subject.  Hebrew  Prophecy,  First  Principles  of  the 
Gospel,  the  Christian  System  and  other  works  are  studied  from 
time  to  time. 

4.  Monuments  and  the  Old   Testament Mr.  Smith 

Egypt,  Babylonia,  Assyria,  Persia,  Macedonia  and  the  other 

nations  which  touched  the  Hebrew*  race,  will  be  considered  in 
view  of  their  own  inscriptions  and  the  bearing  of  these  inscrip- 
tions on  the  Old  Testament.  Text  and  library  work  will  be 
done.

MUSIC 

Voice    Professor   Hart 

Private  lessons  m  voice,  class  lessons  in  sight  singing,  cho- 
rus, glee  clubs,  a  normal  course  for  public  school  teachers,  and 
one  for  -students  that  expect  to  make  voice  culture  a  profession, 
are  offered  for  the  spring  term. 

1.  Voice   Culture 

The  instruction  in  voice  is  unique,  combining  the  essence  of 
the  old  Italian  with  the  acknowledged  improvements  of  the  mod- 
ern methods  thus  insuring  a  thorough  foundation  such  as  can 
not  be  obtained  by  any  of  the  "short  cut"  or  immediate  result 
method's  that  develop  abnormally  and  result  in  ultimate  loss  of 
voice.

4.  Public  School   Music  for  Teachers 

This  prepares  the  teacher  to  pass  the  state  examination  in 
this    subject    and   to   do   what   is    required   in    this   line    in   the 
school-room.

Violin    Rein   Dyksterhuis 

Violin  playing  in  Amerca  is  getting  more  popular  from  year 
to  year,  and  it  will  not  be  long  until  this  instrument  will  be 
the  most  favored  here  as  is  the  ease  today  in  Europe.  Solo 
work,  symphonic  orchestras,  orchestra,  quartette  playing,  grand 
opera  and  all  kinds  of  ensemble  playing  call  for  the  use  of 
the  violin. 

The  violin  department  in  O.  C.  U.  is  exceptionally  strong. 
On  the  technical  side  the  pupil  does  not  follow  any  one  school, 
or  so-called  method,  but  the  best  of  both  old  and  new  methods 
are  learned  thoroughly  and  in  this  way  the  pupil's  individual 
peculiarities  are  developed.  Phrasing  and  bowing  are  the  most 
jssential  elements  of  violin  playing.  On  these  two  requirements 
depend  all  other  things  which  make  the  accomplished  soloist.

The  courses  in  Voice  and  Diction,  Vocal  Training  and  Inter- 
pretative Reading  may  be  taken  in  class  or  by  individual  lessons. 
They  both  require  special  tuition.  The  aim  of  the  entire  course 
is  to  make  natural  readers  and  speakers.
